Tho jien- 
cral features ol the disease nro described 
n the S-an Diego Sun. from which the 
jpeakerread as follows:

This disease has, up to 


this time, Milled all investigators in 
their search for ils cause and for u 
remedy.

« i n i n « f t , for some five years, and has 
in that time been the subject of the 
most careful investigation, not only by 
French specialists iu diseases of the vine. 
Up to this time tho disease is a mystery. 
H attacks nil varieties of crnpavmes, not 
excepting tho wild grape. Its first out- 
ward symptom is a discoloration of tho 
leaf of those portions of it between the 
main tins. In white grapes the lea 
turns yellow in tluw parts; in black 
•uid purple gnu«s, first yellow and tliei 
red. As tho disease progresses the tea 
turns brown and dies. From ita lira 
'appearance till the death of the vine i 
usually three years. The first yciir afte 
t is attacked the vine will bear fruit. lm 
only a partial crop.

The tragic death of David S. Terry 


while engaged in an assault upon ono of 
the Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, will forever stand forth in 
the history of this country as a stern les- 
son to those who believe in the doctrine 
of biute force as being above the law 
and its sworn representatives. 


It is a sufficiently sad commentary on 


the civilization of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury to have appear in the public prints 
the fact tlmt a member of the highest ju- 
dicial tribunal in the United States 
should have lo travel through the State 
of California guarded by au armed offi- 
cer, to protect him from tho violence of a 
litigant against whose cause the official 
has decided m open court.

In all her towns and cities the church 
hells of all denominations summon tlie 
people to worship unhindered at the 
shrine of Deity. We have magnificent 
and richly endowed temples of learning 
free for all, in which tho rising genera- 
tion are taught tho eternal principles of 
truth, patriotism and justice, and in 
which they are taught also that under 
the shadow of the American flag Ameri- 
can ideas must be paramount.
